NOTIFICATION 

New Delhi, the 27 th September I960 

S.O. 2851.—Whereas clause (2) of article 81 of the Constitution of India as 
applied to the State of Jammu and Kashmir provides that there shall be allptted 
to the State six seats In the House of the People and that the State shall be divided 
into single member territorial constituencies by the Delimitation Commission in 
accordance with such procedure as the Commission may deem fit: 

The Delimitation Commission hereby publishes its proposals for the division 
of the said State into six constituencies and for the delimitation thereof and 
specifies the 12th October, 1986, as the date on or after which the proposals will 
be further considered by it. 

Any objections or suggestions in regard to these proposals should reach the 
Secretary of the Delimitation Commission (Talkatora Road, New DelhH) before 
the said date. It will facilitate prompt consideration if they are in English. 
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Proposals 

The territorial constituencies into which the State of Jammu and Kashmir 
shall be divided for the purpose of elections to the House of the People and the 
extent of each constituency shall be as shown in the Table below:—
